AUDITOR’S REPORT 
To the Selectmen of Orange, New Hampshire 
Year Ending December 31, 2001 

We extend our thanks to the Town Officials for their 
cooperation and assistance in carrying out the 2001 audit. Their 
time and effort is most appreciated. 

We have two recommendations as a result of this year’s audit. 

The selectmen’s payments for the year did not agree with the 
treasurer’s. This was a result of miscommunication as to which 
vouchers paid the first part of January were for 2001 and which 
ones were 2002. Although the difference was minimal, we 
recommend at the end of each month the treasurer submit to the 
selectmen a list of voucher numbers and amounts paid for the 
month. It would then be the responsibility of the selectmen to 
verify the treasurer’s list with their anticipated expenditures for the 
month. Any discrepancies should be addressed in a timely manner, 
especially at year-end. 

Secondly, it is the responsibility of the auditors to verify the 
town clerk has accounted for all motor vehicle registrations serially 
numbered by the state. It would be greatly appreciated if all the 
registrations (renewed, unused and voided) could be filed in serial 
number order with the monthly inventory statement issued by the 
state. This would expedite the verification process. 

All of the Town’s accounts balanced, except for as noted 
above, and no corrections or adjustments were made as a result of 
this years audit. In our opinion, the officer’s reports accurately 
reflect the financial position of the Town of Orange for the year 
ending December 31, 2001.

ROAD AGENT REPORT 2001 


I recommend that the Highway Maintenance Budget remain the 
same as last year, staying with the amount of $59,500.00. 


The Winter Maintenance portion be set at $30,500.00. 
This amount will cover the cost of: 
Snow Plowing of roads and Snow Removal on Town Property. 
Sanding roads, Salting roads. 
Use of Town Truck includes maintenance and labor costs. 


The Summer Maintenance portion to remain at $29,000.00. This 
amount will cover the cost of the following road work: 
Removal of sand build-up by sweeping the paved roads. 
Ditching, and cleaning ditches, and culverts. 
Roadside brush cutting and mowing with use of a tractor. 
Culvert work or replacement if needed. 
Gravel, hard pak, or ledge stone applied as needed. 
Grading and York Raking all graveled roads. 
Patching of potholes in the road ways. 
Contractor’s cost for use of his equipment and operators. 
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Use of Town Truck and York Rake includes maintenance and 
labor costs. 

Work done on the Town Roads this past year was the following: 

All paved roads were swept. 

Graded, raked, and ditched all Town Roads. Tuttle Hill, Burnt 
Hill, River Rd., Cross Rd., Tug Mtn., and Townhouse Rd. were 
widened out to the original road width. Grading and raking was 
done several times over course of summer and fall. 

Widened Sky Land Trail Rd. (Pierson’s) off Brock Hill with use 
of a bull-dozer. 

Installed three culverts on Tuttle Hill Rd. and one on Eastmann 
Rd.. 

Cleaned inlets and outlets on all Town Roads with back-hoe. 

Graveled part of Burnt Hill Td. All of River Rd. and north end 
of New Colony Rd., 

New turn around was constructed off Eastmann Rd. 
(Douquette’s property) at a cost of around $1400.00. 

Calcium chloride was spread on-Tuttle Hill Rd. and Burnt Hill 
for dust control. 

The winter storms of 2000-2001 were most severe and depleted the 
Winter Maintenance portion of the budget. Exceptionally bad was 
the blizzard of March 5 through March 7, 2001. A Disaster Public 
Assistance Program was declared by President Bush, and our 
county became eligible for public assistance for part of storm 
related expenses incurred. Only a designated twenty-four hour 
time frame was allowed to obtain re-imbursement for storm costs. 
My wife and I attended a Briefing Meeting in Plymouth on April 
10,2001 to receive instruction and paperwork to apply for this 
assistance. We completed the necessary forms to apply. The 
Town of Orange was re-imbursed $3,941.97 for expenses from the 
Office of Emergency Management (FEMA). We also were hit 
with bad snow storms during the middle and end of March. 
ROAD MAINTENANCE NOTE; Funds were used for the 
completion of work contracted with Pike Industries, Inc.. Balance 
of these funds carried forward from last year was $76,547.31.

The following work was done by Pike as part of this project: 

Eastman Rd. had a leveling course of *4” and a finishing course 
of hot-top applied with a cost of $20,665.00. Road footage 
covered was 2250’ 

Tuttle Hill Rd. had a 1” over-lay of hot-top applied on road 
footage of 607’, with a cost of $2800.00. 

Tug Mtn. Rd. with road footage of 520’, New Colony with road 
footage of 610’ and Peaslee Rd. with footage 945’, with a total cost 
of $22,500.00. A leveling course *4” of hot-top and a finishing 
course of hot-top was applied. 

The north end of New Colony Rd. had a leveling course of 74” 
layer of hot-top and a finishing course of hot-top for a distance of 
1700’, at a cost of $22,933.00. The south end of New Colony Rd. 
had an additional 550’ paved at a cost of $1400.00. 

Graveling of shoulders of one foot plus or minus was done on 
all of the above projects at a cost of $5,500.00. Payment in full for 
Pike Industries, Inc. has been withheld for unsatisfactory work 
needing to be re-done on New Colony Rd. and on these road 
shoulders in the amount of $16,292.00. This work is supposed to 
be completed by June 1, 2002 as agreed to by Pike Industries, 
and payment will be made. 

Prep work for these projects including cleaning out inlets and 
outlets, lowering driveway culverts, and lowering high culverts in 
roadways, all ditch work, and use of hired equipment totaled 
$3,730.00 which came out of Summer Maintenance Budget. 


Pike said that they would be willing to pave Wheeler Rd. for a sum 
of $4,500.00 to $5.000.00 if done at the same time as the above 
listed unsatisfactory work is completed. 

This is a brief summary of work completed and work needing to be 
done. I thank you for your support in helping me carry out my 
duties as Road Agent this past year.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


This year, the Planning Board began the important task of updating 
and revising the Orange Master Plan, first developed back in 1984. 
The master plan provides a framework to guide the future growth 
and development of the community. 


Over the winter months, a community survey was designed, 
reviewed and refined. The Board held a well-attended and 
successful Community Forum on May 23. The program included 
presentations on the basics of a master plan, goals accomplished 
from the 1984 master plan, population figures and trends, 
development in Orange since 1984, ownership of land, and a 
review of land use planning in Orange. Participants offered 
opinions and suggestions that were incorporated into the final draft 
of the community survey. 


In early September, a total of 318 community surveys were mailed; 
231 to residents and 87 to non-resident property owners. Of that 
total, 145 completed surveys were returned which represents an 
excellent response rate of 45%. Usually communities have a 
response rate of only 12% to 25% for such surveys. The surveys 
were completed by a good cross-section of the community 
representing all ages and length of residency and ownership, as 
well as an equal percentage of residents and non-resident property 
owners. In early December, all 318 residents and non-resident 
property owners were mailed a final tabulation of the survey results 
along with a summary of the many excellent comments and 
suggestions that were made. 


Over the next 18 months, the Planning Board will be working with 
the professional planners from the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee 
Regional Planning Commission to develop the new master plan. 
The nine chapters of the plan will include population, housing, 
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economic base, transportation, community facilities and services, 
recreation, historic resources, natural resources, and land use. An 
updated set of goals, policies, and recommendations will be written 
for each topic. Citizens will have the opportunity to review and 
critique drafts of each chapter as they are completed. Public 
hearings will be held on the draft of the proposed master plan 
before its adoption. | 


The Planning Board thanks you again for your interest and support, 
and invites you to continue to help us define our community’s 
vision for the future.

COMMUNITY FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE 
FOREST RANGER REPORT 

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forest and Lands cooperate and 
coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. 
To help us assist you, contact your local Forest fire Warden or Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL 
outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for any burning unless 
the ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding areas) 
is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the 
fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression 
costs. Open burning is a privilege, NOT a right. Help us to protect 
you and our forest resource! Build small brush piles that cab be 
quickly burned and extinguished. 


New Hampshire experienced over 940 wildland fires in 2001. Most 
of the fires were human caused. Due to dry conditions fires spread 
quickly impacting more than 20 structures. Homeowners can help 
protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space around 
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the house and make sure that the house number is correct and 
visible. Only You Can Prevent Wildland Fires. Contact your 
local Fire Department or the Division of Forest and Lands website 
at www.nhdfl.com or call 271-2217 for wildland fire safety 
information.

March 13,2001 


Meeting brought to order by Dan Hazelton, Moderator, at 7:00pm. 
He said the polls would continue to be open until 8:00pm. Article 
1 is for choosing by paper ballot all Town Officers required by law. 
ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of 
3%, except for resident taxes, on taxes paid in full within twenty 
days from the date of the bills, pursuant to N.H. RSA 80:52, on 
the condition that the taxpayer deduct the discount at the time of 
payment. 

Article moved by Bob Proulx, seconded by Nate Harpootlian. No 
discussion. Article passed 

ARTLCLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to accept 
payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance with N.H. RSA 
80:52a. This article will remain in effect until rescinded. 

Article moved by Scott Sanborn, seconded by Bob Ells, No 
discussion. Article passed. 

ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
prepayment of resident taxes and authorize the Tax Collector to 
accept payment in prepayment of taxes. This article will remain in 
effect until rescinded. 

Article moved by Bob Ells, seconded by Scott Sanborn. No 
discussion. Article passed 

ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) to be paid into the 
Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of a revaluation 
of property. 

Moved by Scott Sanborn, seconded by Bob Proulx 

Discussion: This will bring the fund up to $10,000.00, and since 
the cost can be around $12,000.00, and more, that another year 
should bring the fund up to close to an amount we should need to 
reevaluate the Town.. Article passed 
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ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate one dollar ($1.00) to be paid into the Highway 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing 
highway related equipment. 
Moved by Selectman Charles Sova, seconded by Frank Giner 
Discussion: Charlie noted that the Selectmen put this Article in for 
discussion purposes to allow the Towns people to decide there 
pleasure for this Article. There was discussion on buying a sander 
for the Town Truck, a gas powered one would cost about 
$7,200.00 and a hydraulic, Stainless Steel one about $8,300.00. 
Frank Giner wanted the Town to purchase one out of the Highway 
Maintenance money if we decided to buy one. It was noted that a 
sander would be beneficial for times when it may be needed to do 
quick or short notice sanding, for spots here and there, but not do 
the whole town. Sand cannot be kept in the sander as it would 
freeze. It could be handy when plowing if you came upon an icy 
spot. It was also noted by Selectmen Decato that the money 
wouldn’t necessarily be for just a sander as the York Rake and the 
Culvert Steamer are also getting old. 

Frank Giner made a motion to amend the $1.00 figure and 
$1,000.00 be put in the fund for this year, seconded by Nate 
Harpootlian.. Article as amended passed. 

Article as amended moved by Scott Sanborn, seconded by Bob 
Proulx 

Discussion on amended Article: Frank again suggested that the 
money could come out of the Highway Maintenance Fund. George 
Smith wanted to go on record as saying he doesn’t believe that 
would be a good idea. Article passed 
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ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate two thousand ($2,000.00) to be paid into the Town 
House Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Town House 
building improvements. 
Moved by Sharon Proulx, seconded by Barbara Smith 
Discussion: Bob Proulx stated necessary projects that need to be 
done, the Town House roof needs fixing, foundation needs fixing, 
the upstairs floor, and downstairs floor are not level and may be 
problems structurally for the Town. 
Article passed 
ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block Grant of $21,215.14 for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of Class 4 and 5 highways and for 
the purchase of equipment.Said amount to be included in Article 9. 
Moved by Bruce Ells, seconded by Scott Sanborn, 
Article passed 
ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $160,900.57 for town expenses as called for 
by the budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 
Moved by Bob Proulx, seconded by Brent Stevens, 
Discussion: Bob Proulx suggested that the budget be discussed 
line by line in case anyone had any questions. Most of the 
discussion was on items that had already been explained at the 
Budget Hearing and were just reiterated here. It was suggested that 
anyone who had not seen the renovations done downstairs to finish 
off the Selectmen’s office and an adjourning room that they should 
do so as it looked very nice. 
It was discussed that money from the Trust Funds Cemetery Fund 
be used to help with our cemeteries. Alice Smith said interest from 
those funds could be used if necessary but mostly those funds are 
for perpetual care of the names they were dedicated for not for use 
as regular cemetery care. Questions were again asked in regards to 
getting timely reports from Andy Ware, Police Chief, it was noted 
that we received one in November but have not received another 
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one since then. There was a question when we would receive our 
911 town numbers. We have signed papers and should be next in 
line to receive those numbers. 
Article passed 
ARTICLE 10: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other 
officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. Edith Sova 
discussed the trash compactor for $25.00. 
ARTICLE 11: To transact any business that may legally come 
before the meeting not on the warrant. 

Discussion: Large trash pickup was discussed. Our contract is 
up this year and it may be possible for the Selectmen to add this 
large trash pickup, to be part of the bid for the new year.
